The writing of news stories not 


only involves the devising of catchy} 


leads, but involves numerous lessei 
details which must be carefully con- 
sidered. Yo enlighten would-be 
news getters, and to save many un- 
pleasant feelings, to relieve the edi- 
tor of unnecessary drudgery, and to 
impart to newswriters at least the 
fundamentals of newswriting tech- 
neque, the ‘class in School Publica- 
tions has been organized. 

How different the style of the 
news story is from. that employed 
in. English Composition. News 
stories are ever before. our very eyes 
without our paying any marked at- 
tention to their style. The content 
of course is the real object of a /few 
“minutes of scanning each day and 
it is the arrangement of this con- 
tent that counts. 

Often this content is difficult to 


after much eagnerrness and anxiety 
is shown by a few who actually can 
read, the paper is scoffed ut for its 
meagerness, or critized for its con- 
tent—nothing ever seems to be 
right. 

Besides the task of writing the 
news contained within those few 
sheets, comes*a sample of ediling 
which usually involves considerable 
rewriting and arranging, of mater- 
ial. Following this there remuins 
the machine composition, drawing of 
proofs, proof reading, setting of cor- 
rections, correcting type alleys 
making up forms, and finally the 
presswork. 

This mechanical end is handled by 
a very few, and plenty of hard work 
combined with a great many difficul- 
ties make the job one that is worthy 
of consideration by those who can't 
see the why of calling it all a job.

And Other Industrial Estab- 
lishments In Cities 
The thirst for knowledge of the 
Electrical I]. class has led them far 
from the realms of every-day rout- 
ine school life to satisfy their intel- 

lectual craving. 


with Mr. Good, instructor, recently 
made a tour through the largest 
electrical establishments in the Twin 
Cities. 

They started out early one Tues- 
day morning in Mr. Goods car. On 
arriving in Minneapolis, the first 
plant visited was the Northern 
States Power Company’s high bridge 
plant. - A guide showed them thru 
che vast six story plant. This im- 
mense nine million dollar coal-burn- 
ing steam plant has eight boilers, 
each taking five tons of coal per 
hour or 960 tons a day when running 
at full capacity. The capacity. of 
each of its two A. C. generators is 
1350 K..V. A. ‘The total capacity 
of the plant is 110,000 volts. 

One special feature of the plant 
worth mentioning is that it had a 
complete duplicate system of all 
wiring, switchboards, - auxiliary 
pumps, ol pumps, condensors, ete. 
It is interesting to know that for 
every ton of coal burned, 7500 tons

Various phases; what we can do with 
Home Economics along this line;

Wednesday afternoon given to Home 

Economics students and faculty by 
. Mr. McNeil from the State Depart- 
ment of agriculture at Madison. 

“Club work,” said Mr. McNeil, “is 
a means of furnishing inspiration, 
manual experience and social life to 
rural boys and girls. This work is 
supported out of the public purse, 
and since 1914 an appropriation has 
been distributed among the forty- 
eight states to carry on this work. 
It is very recently, however, that the 
northern states have taken an active 
part. The Smith-Lever fund is the 
fund which makes these clubs pos- 
sible. Each state has its state club 
leader and staff and very often 
county club leaders. 

“There are many different clubs 
formed, the nature of the clubs de- 
pending on inclination, but in what- 
ever club it may be, the five rules 
for the club work are always the 
same... 

1. It is a business proposition.

The. New Standard Dictionary, 
published by Funk and Wagnalls, is 
aow to be found in our Library.

In giving definitions this work 
gives the commonest meaning of a 
word first. In this, it differs from 
Webster’s dictionary, which gives 
definitions in historical order. The 
reason given by the publishers for 
their choice is the fact that the av- 
erage person looking up a word 
wants jits common meaning, and 
should not have to waste time run- 
ning through unusual meanings be- 


fore finding it. Frequently, how- 
ever, the common meaning is also 
the oldest, so that both dictionaries 
often give the same meaning’ first.. 
Another characteristic due to the 
space-saving policy of the editorial 
board is the inclusion of practically 
all material in the main vocabulary. 
Hence one finds names of persons 
and places here and not in separate 
sections. At the back are brief 
seciions devoted to a list of foreign 
words an phrases, and statistics of 
the population of the world. The 
latter material is here so that it 
may easily be revised when new 
census statistics require a change. 
Though this dictionary differs 
from others in its aims, its infor- 
mation is reliable, for the editorial 
board sponsoring it is competent.

In Effect At Once 


Among the several aniees deanna adopted 
by The Stout Institute during the past 
few weeks, some of which are already 
in effect and others to be effective 
at the opening of the new semester, 
ia the adoption of a new grading 
schedule. The new schedule is wide- 
ly used in high schools, colleges, and 
universities thruout the country. 


With the adoption of this system 
the work of students will be graded 
very much as before, but the respec- 
tive grades will be designated by the 
letters ‘A’; ‘B’, ‘C’, ‘D’, ‘F’, and ‘Inc’, 
in the place of ‘E’, ‘G’, ‘M’, ‘P’,' ‘F’, 
and ‘Inc.’, used heretofore. There is, 
however, this difference in the new 
system, as explained. by Mr. Bowman 
before the assembly on Tuesday, that 
while under the old method the grade 
of ‘M’ was regarded as an average 
for any class and the other grades 
based upon this as a mean grade, the 
newly adopted system calls for arbi- 
trary grading each letter represent- 
ing a respective grade without refer- 
ence to any average.

People Divided Into Castes ; 
ne division of the people of India 
astes, of which there were orlg- 
ly three, but today more than 
) was cited as one of the biggest 
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'|drawbacks to attempted progressive 
‘|programs by foreigners. 


Under the 
Hindu regime all wealth is cuncen- 
trated in the highest social caste con- 
sisting of the king and high priests. 
The throne of such a king priest has 
been estimated to be worth $70, 000- 
000, while the lowest of the poputa- 
tion have absolutely nothing that 
they can call their own. 


Are Devoid Of Wants 


The fact that the common people 
of India are practically devoid of any 
want, except the barest necessities 
for subsistence—and these can be 
procured at a cost of three dollars a 
year—presents a problem in econom- 
ics, the solution of which England has 
been attempting for years. This ab- 
sence of desire for material goods is 
coupled with a peculair method of 
hoarding practiced by those who are 
able to secure any form of wealth,-- 
that of decorating the women’s necks, 
wrists, and ankles with expensive or- 
namental trinkets. This method of 
banking does not bring any returns 
in the form of interest. Althoug!; 
millions of dollars worth of goods are 
exported from India each year and 
only about half as much value is im- 
ported, leaving a balance of trade 
within the country, not the slightest 
progress was made in India for gen- 
erations. 

England Effected >rogress 

India has long been in need of a 
Carnegie sense for investment and 
when the natives refuse to lend their 
wealth for the construction of irriga- 
tion projects to avert the cycical 
drought famines, England went for- 
ward and constructed such with he: 
own capital until today there are 
more than 66,000 miles of irrigation 
ditches in India and famines are un- 
known, 

The establishment by England of a 
system of credit banks and the grad- 
ual education of the people to the 
fact that the institution is not a bog- 
us concern but an organization esta- 
blished for the mutual benefit of the 
hatives and the foreigners is grad- 
ually transforming conditions in Indig 
today. Industries are flourishing 
and there is every indication of pro- 
gress. 

Agitaters In Minority 

With the establishment of repres- 
entative government, there is much | 
ess cbjection to English influence in 
India today than the casual reader of | 
the daily press is inclined to think, 
according to Mr. Arnold. The ag-| 
itators are a meager minority, bu: , 
their complaints are often regarded | 
by the rest of the world as represen- | 
tative of the country as a whole. 

“Eneland has been able to effect 
big things in India because she was 
all the time thinking in centuries. 
Think in centuries and you will make} 
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the United States great,” was Dr. 
Arnold’s closing counsel to this group. 
Has Known Geniuses 

Dr. Arnold spoke before a special 
assembly Thursday morning at 11 0’ 
clock on “Close ups of Great Person- 
alities,” the summary of which fol- 
lows: 

Among the outstanding personal- 
ities that Dr. Arnold has been intim- 
ately acquainted with, Queen Victor- 
ia and King Edward VII of England 
are perhaps the most famous. He 
was present at the experiments of the 
famous scientist, Crooks, when the 
Color Spectrum was discovered and 
the Radiotron which has had such a 
great influence on X—Rays and rad- 
io. 

To be acquainted with Lord Tenn- 
yson, Thomas Carlyle, Oscar Wilde. 
and Oliver Wendall Holmes, was a 
rare opportunity for a young man of 
his intellect. The noted evolution- 
ist, Charles Darwin, aided Dr. Arnold 
in satisfying his desire for his know 
ledge for geology, which has since 
been his hobby. 

Granted Millionaire’s Wish 

Dr. Arnold was a guest of Andrew 
Carnegie when he made his first trip 
to America in 1884. Dr. Arnold 
asked Mr. Carnegie what his three 
wishes would be if they could be 
granted. “To educate the world; to 
have the power of consumating my 
wish; and to own the manuscript of 
the “Light of Asia,” was Carnegie’s 
reply. 

Dr. Arnold showed Mr .Carnegie 
that his first wish had already been 
at least partially granted by the lib- 
raries that have been established all 
over the United States. The second 
wish was fulfilled by the large bank- 
ing account at his command. ‘The 
third wish was the desire to own the 
manuscript of the Light of Asia, and 
Dr, Arnold supplied that manuscript. 

In summary Mr. Arnold brought 
out three facts he had learned from 
his acquaintance and . associations 
with great personalities. Fi~st, they 
educate us; second, great men are 
wrong, sometimes, as other people 
are; and third, that great men do not 
see everything.

yudget had been cut from $300,000 to 
$400,000. 

Hating Plant Completed 

This year no request was made for 
an athletic fteld. A request was 
made for such an appropriation in 
the last budget. The low amount 
requested this year is due, too, to the 
fact tnat the last budget carried a 
request for approximately $100,000, 
for a new lighting plant. This need 
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is now taken care of. 
Operation Cost Increases 

The last budget called for an ap- 
propriation of $35,476 under mainten- 
ance. This year the request is for 
$39,115. The last budget called for 
an appropriation of $399,035 under 
Operation. The legislature appro- 
priated $354, 000. This year the bud- 
get request under Operation is for 
$412,540. This increase of about 
$58,000, that is, the difference be- 
tween what we are asking for and the 
amount received last year, is largely 
accounted for by salary increases to 
teachers and employees, additional 
teachers, traveling expenses, edver- 
tising, and commencement expenses. 
In this connection a paragraph of the 
budget presented makes this explan- 
ation: 

No Salary Iner€ase In 1925-27 

“In this salary increase the figures 
are kept very low. It should be kept 
in mind that not a dollar of the bud- 
get amounts carried in the budget 
providing funds for the present bi- 
ennium, was appropriated toward a 
salary increase. Another two years 
have gone by without the least re- 
ward for service, earnestness or ef- 
ficiency being accorded to the admin- 
istration, to the instructors or to en- 
gineers, janitors, or laborers, except- 
ing in a few eases where actual emer- 
gencies compelled consideration, in 
which cases some other operation: ac- 
count suffered with the withdrawal 
of such moneys as were accorded as 
increases. No general salary increase 
has been accorded the Stout faculty 
in six years because no moneys have 
been appropriated for that purpose.” 

Mr. Nelson Stresses Operation 

In Mr. Nelson’s presentation to the 
committee no great emphasis was 
placed upon any other item of the 
judget except the Operation item, and 
1e particularily stressed the need of 


appropriations for salary increases. 
As an illustration of the need of such 


cons ideration Mr. Nelson showed that 
in the year 1920 and 1921 the ten 
teachers receiving the highest salar- 
ies in the Industrial Arts Department 
received an aggregate salary of $30, 
100. In the year 1922-23 the same 
teachers received an aggrgeate sal- 
ary of $31.750; and the same teach- 
ers this year, 1926-27, are receiving 
an aggregate salary of $31,950. 
These salaries were shown to be 
low compared with normal school sal- 
aries. It was shown that the appro- 
priations last year made it possible 
for the normal schools to resume 
their salary schedules, and reference 
was also made to the fact that the 
teachers in the normal schools have 
each third summer off on full pay. 
School Year Longer Here 


Another fact was given consider- 
able importance. That ig, that the 
teachers in the Stout Institute teach 
forty-two weeks. It was claimed, 
therefore, that the teachers in Stout 
should receive 7 per cent more salary 
per year than the teachers in the oth- 
er institutions. 

President Nelson reported this mor- 
ning that in his opinion the Joint Fin- 
ance Committee this year is compos- 
ed of men more capable and more 
efficient than he has had the pleasure 
of appearing before in recent years. 
He feels that the committee is just 
now very favorably inclined, and is 
hoping that the Stout Institute +” 
receive a fairer consideration, par- 
ticularily on salary matters, than has 
been accorded this institution in the 
past.

Numerous, Conferences Held 
Meanwhile, the Student Council had 
been sitting in prolonged session in 
the attempt to determine just where 
students now stood in their relation to 
the general problem. They ponder- 
ed and were addrSsed by several of 
the faculty and students. The res- 

ults of their deliberations follow: 

; Student Council Edict 

“The Student Council of The Stout 
Institute feels the necessity of lett- 


ing th faculty and students know the’ 


relations and functions of the Coun- 
cil to them. The duties of the Coun- 
cil have been placed under two divi- 
sions, namely—interpretive and di%- 
ciplinary—disciplinary for the pre- 
sent will not be explained as it does 
not directly become involved in the 
preser. situation. 

The Council later will carry this 
out in an organized manner, Under 
the interpretive division ‘are a num- 
ber of subheads in which is mcluded 
the one entitled, “Student Interests,” 
the Council realizes that they rep- 
reSent the students; nevertheless, the 
administration is also  consiedred 
when settling questions that involve 
both. 

It is very evident that a number of 
mistakes have been made in the pre- 
sent situations, and that listed a- 
mong the group of mistakes are some 
made by the Student Council. Senti- 
ment expressed both from the stud- 
ents and faculty has been such that 
the Council felt they had indirectly 
been informed that they held no place 
in deciding present affairs. Just lat- 
ely complications have evolved that 
make it very necessary that the 
Council act upon the matter. The 
Council realizes that it is a new body 
and due to ignorance as to the func- 
tions of that body, mistakes were 
made that could have been avoided 
had both students and faculty better 
understood the position the student 
Council hold in matter of this sort. 

In behalf of the students, the Coun- 
cil, as representatives of the students, 
feel that no apology of any sort to 
any individual, or to the faculty, is 
needed for the principle being upheld’ 
yhy the Stoutonia, but the Council; 
sithout question, affirm the apology 
tentcred by the Stoutonia staff for 
the manner in which this principle 
was presented..

To Adopt Honor Point System 
The honor point system that is ex- 
pected to be adopted next year will 
asceftain in a tangible measure, ‘the 
quality of ‘the students—a method 
that has more fairness and justice 
to the superior student. In order to 
graduate, he must earn at ‘least 146 
honor’points besides 146 credit hours. 
The honor points are measured as 
follows: Three honor points for each 
one hour eredit of A grade; two hon- 
or points for each one hour credit of 
B grade; and one hour point for each 
semester hour credit of C grade. Un- 
der this system the student must av- 
iia a C grade:or better in order 
to «graduate and he will be labelled 
somewhat more accurately than he 
has been heretofore. 
Enrollment Figures Show Growth 
According to present enrollment 
figures. the attendance will, in all 
probability, be back to normal in a- 
bout two years. In three years the 
graduating class will be about 135, 
the same’ number of men then grad- 
uating from a four year course as 
formerly graduated from a two-year 
course under normal conditions.

Altoona, Pa., and has for three years 
been Director of the Department of 
Vocational Education in the. Univer- 
{sity of Pittsburg. Mr. Whitney is 
éredited with the publication of sev- 
eral surveys on Industria! Education, 
various statistieal reports, and other 
articles and publications on Voca- 
tional Education. 

The degree of doctor of Science in 
{Industrial Arts will be conferred up- 
|on Mr. Charles R. Allen, now special 
consultant of the Federal Board for 
Vocational Educational Education in 
‘Washington D. C. Mr. Allen is a 
graduate of the Massachusetts Insti- 
; tute of Technology and has a M. A. 
j}degree from Harvard University. He 
| was assistant Director of Vocational 
| Edueation for Massachusetts for sev- 
| eral years and later was in charge of 
|the teacher training for that state. 
Duing the World War he became 
Director of. Training for the United 
States Fleet Corporation preparing 
men for service in the ship yards. 
He closed his work in that capacity 
in charge of the work of training 
teacher trainers, who were in turn to 
|go out and train work in large num- 
| bers. 

Mr Allen isthe author of “the In- 
agent for the Federal Board, ‘ind had 
charge of work of forman“training 
| for the Board in various parts of the 
country. While acting in this capa- 
|city, he carried-en—this. work for 
|such concerns as The Dupont-Nemors 
|in Delaware, The Association of Em- 
|ployers at Niagara Falls. Mr. Allen 
next went. to the Dunwoody Institute 
iwhere he instituted schemes of train- 
ing in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
While in this position he instituted 
schemes of training for the: inmates 
of the St. Cloud reformatory and for 
jthe-Red Wing Industrial Arts School 
for Boys. His reports for the State 
Board of Control are regarded as 
mastery pieces in this country. Mr. 
Allen was then called back to the 
|Federal Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion and served the first year as edi- 
tor of the Board, and is now acting as 
special consultant. 

Mr. Allen is the author of The In-

This large proportion of the 
irst 200 to enroll in advance is a 
urther evidence of the increasing 
ervice rendered by the Summer Ses- 
jion to teachers in the industrial 
ield. Advance inquiries relative to 
Household Arts work have already- 
gone beyond the. number of a year 
ago. - ? 

The annual spring analysis of the 
call for teachers was completed dur- 
ing April. This analysis is made to 
include the calls for three years end- 
ing in March and is to assist fresh- 
men in making their shop and dyaw- 
ing choices for the sophomore, jun- 
jor, and senior years. The analysis 
this spring besides indicating the dis- 
tribution of kinds of work in demand 
has aJso indicated a very strong mar- 
ket. -More calls for men were receiv- 
ed in’ March this spring than in either 
March 1926 or March 1925. In April 
more ¢alls were. received than in the 
similar months in 1926, 1925, or 1924. 
Already the calls for men in May 
haye exceeded those received last 
May and indications are that the fig- 
wre this. year will go considerably 
beyend the calls received in May in 
1925 and 1924. This steadily increas- 
ing strength in the teacher- calls 
coinciding with the placing of the 
Stout Institute curriculum on the 
straight four year basis is, indeed, 
gratifying. 

It is the policy of the Stout Insti- 
tute to secure follow-up information 
each spring from school executives. 
This information is secured on the 
work of the students who left the 
school the year before and who have 
been in the teaching field’ Many 
gratifying.returns have been receiv- 
ed. Significant among the returns 
this season is the information which 
has recently been received from Kan- 
sas City, Missouri. This was recently 
received thru Mr. O. H. Day, Direc- 
tor of Vocational Education in that 
city. The following is an excerpt 
from a report received:
